board against the transfer of the Erie 
shops at Marion, Ohio, to private con- 
trol under nonunion conditions. 


More than 500 men in ^he Marion 


shops have refused to enter the em- 
ploy of the Kailway Service company, 
formed by Marion bankers and busi- 
ness men to operate the shops under 
contract, according: to information re- 
ceived by B. M. Jewel, head of the rail- 
road department of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 


A strike threat was contained in the 


information on iho situation at Mari- 
on sent by union leaders -there-to Chi- 
cago. 


"We will not strike, nor is there any 


danger of a strike over tho entire sys- 
tem until the decision of the labor 
board is received," it was stated. 


The labor board will receive the 


protest and act on it at the earliest 
moment, it was stated by an influ- 
ential member. 


"But," he added, "I don't know what 


we will do with it. 
I do not. know 


if the leasing of shops under contract 
is a violation of the transportation 
act. 
That is a question wo must 


study."

SERBIA MOURNS FOR KING 


King Peter of Serbia

Belgrade—Pomp and homage denied 


him much of his life will be paid King 
Peter of Serbia at his funeral. 
The 


king died Tuesday after an illness last- 
ing most of the summer. 


Prince Regent Alexander immediate- 


ly ordered the country into mourning. 


It was planned that full royal hon- 


ors be paid the king and that his bo- 
dy lie in statfe until the funeral hour. 


As if by magic stories appeared of 


Peter's valor and sagacity. In con- 
trast to the derision which often met 
him in life were the eulogies of his 
wisdom, as a ruler and his courags as 
a soldier. 


King Peter has served as ruler of 


Serbia since 1903. His election to the 
throne followed the murder of King 
Alexander, and he -entered Belgrade 
and took office just 44 years after he 
had left the city with his father, who 
had been deposed as prince of Serbia. 


The aged ruler was born in 1844. 


Ha attended school in Hungary, en- 
tered the French Military school of 
Saint-Cyr and became an officer in the 
French army. 


In 1SS3 he married Princess Zorka. 


daughter of Prince Nicholas oC Mon- 
tenegro. 
In 1890 his wife died and 


he took their three children to Gene- 
va to educate them. He lived in 
Switzerland until elected king.

Good Killers" Admit 
Sixteen Assassinations 


New York.—New York 
detectives 


Wednesday took up the search in a 
dozen cities for members of tho "Good 
Killers." The search began after Bar- 
tola Fontana, a barber, admitting a 
murder committeod by himself, impli- 
cated a band of six alleged hired as- 
sassins in sixteen killings. 


Seven victims fell in New York and 


nine in Detroit, Fontana said. 


Unfolding the plots and machina- 


tions of the gang which he said earned 
the name of the "Good Killers" Fon- 
tana said his career began with a 
murder in Brooklyn IB years 
ago. 


Prom that murder sprang a line of 
stabbings and poisonings which made 
the gang all powerful in the Italian 
underworld and brought it. hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 


Wealthy TtAlians with enemies they 


wished put out of the way have given 
tho gang valuable commissions, Fon- 
tana said. 
' 


The usual method of the gang, he 


said, was to obtain control of youth- 


ful Italians before they leave Europe. 
In various ways they worked on the 
unsuspecting 
immigrant, 
Fontana 


said, telling him that "the gang owns 
tho United States" and that he must 
obey its orders. 


In a matter of fact way Foatana 


declared that the immigrant then was 
tho tool used, to commit the paid mur- 
der. If the immigrant objected, force 
was used. Whether ho obeys or not, 
his life was the forfeit, Fontana de- 
clared. 


"They would kill tho immigrant jnst 


to be sure he wouldn't tell," Fontana 
was said to have informed police. 


Fontana declared ho was forced in- 


to murdering Camillo Caizzo when 
three members at the "Good Killers" 
thrust revolvers into his stomach and 
threatened to shoot if he did 
not 


swear to get the man. 


Six other Italians were arrested on 


Fontana's story and 
wore 
held 


Wednesday on suspicion of being con- 
nected with the Caizzo murder. 


PASSES THROUGH 7 STAGES 


Must Wait Until Senate Gets 


Through to Know What 


We Will Pay.

Washington — The administration 


tax bill as approved by the Republic- 
an caucus in the house will undergo 
still further change before it is finally 
enacted. Disconcerting as it may be 
to observing business men to read one 
day that certain taxes are, repealed 
only to find them reimposed the next 
day, congress is merely evolving a. 
revenue measure in the usual way. 
To understand the changes that have 
been made and will be made the fol- 
lowing steps must be borne in mind: 


First, Secretary Mellon proposes to 


President Harding the basis of a new- 
revenue measure. 


Second, criticism from tho country 


at large produces a first change and 
President Harding calls a conference 
of 
Republican leaders 
in Congress 


and together with Mr. Mellon a re- 
vised program is approved. 


Third, the Republican membership 


of the house in conference or caucus 
makes further changes and prepares 
to submit the new bill to the house 
through the ways and means commit- 
tee. "That's the status todap. 


Fourth, further criticism from tho 


country 
will 
Influence Republican 


leaders to agree to more changes ei- 
ther in the ways and means commit- 
tee or on the floor of the house be- 
fore the bill is passed which ought to 
bo this week or the first part of next 


i week. 


Rewrite MVvmiro 


Fifth, the bill is taken in hand by 


the senate fina.nco oommittoo which 
Is fully expected to rewrite tho whole 
measure and put it into shape, bal- 
ancing revenues and educations moro 
systematically than can possibly bo 
clone in the hurried methods of the 
House. When the senate finance com- 
mittee gets through, a better idfiM of 
what taxes eventually will be can bo 
obtained. 


Sixth, more changes are made dur- 


ing the senate debate after the tinance 
committee has reported the nil'. Those 
amendments may or may no! stay in 
the measure finally. Tt all depends 
upon the ultimate attitude of the 
house. 


Seventh, when the senate hns passor) 


the bill it is thon placed before a con- 
ference committee 
representing the 


house and senate where the real legis- 
lating is done. Thon tho disagree- 
ments between the two bouses are 
ironed out a.nd as a. rnlo. the house 
and senate both accept tbo decision 
of the conference commit trv> nnd tho 
measure is ready for signature. 
Of 


course a president can veto it and 
ser.il it. I aor: for further chants but 
nlnco T-'fRiricnt Tlardincr an:1 th? ma- 
jority in rcT.gress are of the same ;.o- 
liticaJ faith the measure ia certain to 
receive oxoc.ntivo npprova!. 


Taxpayer Must W:>.lt 


Through theso sovon steps the tax- 


payers of tbf country must wait be- 
fore thoy can pass Judgment on the 
tax bill. The details being published 
from day to day merely show, the 
trend of opinion in congress. Even 
democrats admit that the changes thus 
far made are improvements and thoy 
expoct tho bill will be changed for the 
better when it reaches the senate. 


Jnst. now the house is hurrying to 


get through with the tax bill and 
wbo.n it is realized that the senate 
will oorwct any errors made, the job 
is necessarily donn without thorough- 
ness. The real revenue bin will come 
out of the senate because Republican 
leadership ther-e is moro experienced 
with ta.x bills thnn Is tho house. But 
the federal constitution requires that 
revenue measures must originate in 
the houso so therefore 
the process 


starts there with a general recognition 
on every side that 
tho, senate will 


eventually do the job. 


The tax bill in its present shape— 


that is as passed by tho house—is moro 
likely to bo a. political tax bin rather 
than a business measure. The house 
membership is mostly new and is re- 
sponsive to wav.?s of protest from vir- 
tually 
every 
quarter. 
Sometimes 


clamor is mistaken for sound judg- 
ment. 
The 
senate, however, 
has 


<5o,alt with these things before and 
being a smaller body with only one,- 
third of its membership up for relec- 
rion a year hence more responsibility 
can be taken ther-e thnji in tho House 
in the making of a hill that may not 
be entirely palatable from a political 
viewpoint but economically Justified.

the best means of effecting progres- 
sive improvements in the retail busi- 
.ness, declared John A. Cunningham, 
"Dubuque, Iowa, secretary of the Iowa 
Retailers' association, in an address 
before the Tuesday afternoon session 
of the Wisconsin Retailers' association 
in convention here. He said merchants 
can eliminate practices which hinder 
development and can raise business 
standards by cooperation. 
He 
told 


how fraudulent advertising schemes 
can be halted by effective cooperation. 


"Your association may assist," Mr. 


Cunningham said, "in placing com- 
petitors on a more nearly equal basis, 
making business success less depend- 
ent upon chance and financial power, 
and more dependent 
upon general 


• merit, quality and service. 


"More than that, your association 


has rendered a service not alone to 
all lines of retail merchants, but to 
the consuming public as well. 


Educate Members 
"It can through a campaign of edu- 


cation assist in educating many re- 
tail merchants, who are very much 
in need of knowledge to the sense of 
comparative and relative values which 
make for the sanest and most con- 
stant condition in order to produce 
and sell their goods. 


"It is for the association so to edu- 


cate its members that they will know 
what an article costs to produce, and 
hence will not sell it either for less 
than costs or for more than a fair 
profit. 


"The interests of the consumer are 


also better safeguarded by the elimin- 
ation of fraudulent selling, especially 
through dishonest advertising- meth- 
ods or other 
misrepresentation 
of 


goods. 


"It is generally through cooperation 


in associations that reforms in this 
direction are made possible. Any ad- 
vantage enjoyed by you as a retailer, 
as a result of these reforms, are bound 
to be financially beneficial to the con- 
sumer." 


Mr. Cunningham called attention to 


the danger confronting American con- 
sumers through centralization of trade 
liy mail order stores and chain stores 
with possibility of monopoly result- 
ing.

r-nd when anything is destroyed it is 
;i law of economics that some one 
must pay the price. In all such cas- 
es the consumer does this. 


"Modern 
civilization 
will decide 


that competition must be conducted 
within certain bounds or restraints. 
It will in time provide a set of rules of 
the game, which will be established 
and respected. 


"This will not come, however, un- 


til the retail merchants of our coun- 
try become educated to the necessity 
of joining an association and lending 
their efforts in this direction by co- 
operation." 


Hugh G. Corbett, managing secre- 


tary of the Chamber of Commerce, 
cnlled the attention of visitors to the 
benefits merchants can derive from 
a chamber of commerce. In the first 
place, it is an information bureau as 
well as an employment bureau. 
It 


can also be H rating bureau. "We 
have one," Mr. Corbett said, "and we 
believe that alone helps our merchants 
more than anything else. 


"In addition we publish a bulletin 


for merchants. We also have an ad- 
vertising or censuring committee. Last 
week we jirevented two schemes from

Saving for Members 


"These are the benefits a chamber 


of commerce can be to you and yet 
I find merchants who spend $100 on 
fake advertising schemes and if you 
ask them for ?25 they will tell you 
they can't afford to give it to you.

Bankers Urge Checkwriters to 


Exercise 
Care 
in 
Writing 


Drafts on Their Accounts. 
Forgeries Destroy Confidence. 


Close all gates to the check forger 


and raiser! 


Prompted by police statistics show- 


ing, that check forging; and "raising" 
has increased tremendously in com- 
mon with other crime, Appleton bank- 
ers issue this warning to their cus- 
tomers. 


While the bankers admit that Ap- 


pleton has- been particularly fortunate 
in having few visitations from prof- 
fessional forgers or check "raisers," 
they point out that the danger "is 
potential 
and 
should 
be guarded 


against, hen too, for the sake of the 
weak, no writer 
of 
bank 
checks 


should provide a temptation in the 
shape of a badly written check. A 
poorly -vritien ihfck invites altera- 
tion, bankers declare. 


Care in writing- checks and discre- 


tion in issuing them !s th<- best check 
rrotc-ctor, one banker believes. "There 
is no rnechani'Ml' device that cannot 
be beaten," he said, ''nut it's pretty 
hard to heat good common sense." 


Bankers notice that outside of busi- 


ness chei-ks, which are written with 
at least some <l<"s?roe of r-arefi'lntss, 
more tha.n half of all checks cleared 
are badly wriM^n and a large percent- 
age of them ore written with lead pen- 
cil, which is deemed one of the cardi- 
nal sins of check writing. 


Hero Are Four Rules 


The bankers give several rules 


which they advise check writers to 
follow. The modern check, they point 
rfut, has four weaknesses. These are 
the amount, the name of the payee, 
the date, and the indorsements. The 
writer of checks should safeguard 
these four points by using great care. 
First, be should write with good ink. 
Pecond, he should leave 
no blank 


spaces—all these should be Oiled with 
lines. 
The third rule is probably the most 


important but the most generally ig- 
nored. Tn writing the amount, the 
writer should begin close to the left 
margin, leaving no space for "inser- 
tions" either at. the amount written 
in words or at the figures. 


Bankers statistics show that people 


in this country lost $100,000,000 last 
year through check forgeries and al- 
terations. It is predicted that losses 
this year will be even greater unless 
more care is used. One banker urges 
customers to be more discreet in giv- 
ing checks. "Do not give your check 
to a stranger," he said, "Pay him cash 
if possible. It is a safe rule to give 
checks to the people you know, only." 


Detective agencies have found that 


where alterations have been made 
in checks, the name of the payee—the 
person to whom the check is written 
—is changed as 
often 
as is the 


amount. 
"The worst feature of a check swin- 


dle," said a cashier, "is its effect on 
the community. A bad check strikes 
a blow at confidence, which is the 
whole foundation of the checking- sys- 
tem. What an enormous system that 
is may be conceived when one con- 
siders that 90 per cent of all business 
transactions are settled by check or 
draft, he other 10 per cent is settled 
with

is only the 'small change' of the 
business world. Since this great sys- 
tem is founded on confidence, any- 
thing which undermines that con 
fidence impairs the system. One check 
swindle in a community will put every 
honest person under suspicion. Aside 
from the loss of money, this is the 
most disagreeable effect of forgery or 
alteration." 
Since the introduction of the check- 


ing system banks have done every- 


thing in their power 
to 
safeguard 


their own paper. The discovery of 
"safety paper" and its general use 
has gQne a long way toward discour- 
aging check alienations but 
crim- 


inologists know that crooks are bright 
and resourceful and it is sometimes 
very hard to get the best of them. 
Some of the biggest check swindles 
have been 
perpetrated on checks 


which were believed absolutely im- 
mune from alteration. 


Insure Checks

have introduced a system of check 
insurance.

the poor 
It i^ only from veahhy patients 


that th°y can and do get adequate compen- 
sation, whom they charge on the basis of 
training experience, equipment and ac- 
commodation. 


The prai-ticc of varying the fees in rela- 


tion to the financial ability or capacity of 
patients does not rest on the assumption 
that patients "who have much money should 
pay morp for medical or surgical service 
simply because they are rich

Buyers and advertisers are of one mind. 


Both say that advertising pays them. Ad- 
vertisers profit from advertising, because 
advertising brings them trade. Buyers

tisers, having quick sales aud large volume 
of business, arc able to give real bargains.

King George of England has intimated 


to the British government that he abso- 
lutely requires what American statesmen 
and politicians are familiar with as a con- 
tingent fund. A contingent fund is an es- 
tra expense account. The king will curtail 
his expenses and practice rigid economy, 
which also is not unlike official assurances 
generally heard and smiled at in this coun- 
try, but the government has respectfully 
admonished him that it is his duty to up-- 
hold the dignity of the British throne. 


The income accruing yearly to his ma- 


jesty is $2.575.0^0. He reports a deficit 
of $122.500 for 1019. and a deficit of 
?225.000 for 1020. and estimates that 
expenditure^ for this year will exceed the 
income to the amount of §250.000. pos- 
sibly more. The king's salary for the 
three years mentioned is ?7.725.000. 
while the deficit is estimated at nearly 
£600.000: so the disbursements of the 
royal household, for the three years, total 
approximately $8.325.000.

England than in the United States: else 
the royal family and its guests must en- 
joy these refreshments and entertainments 
ofidier than wealthy Americans do. May-

apartments has been raised by profiteers. 
It is also conceivable that if he entertains 
many Americans, the cost of beverages is 
enormous.

His specialty is to 
personify the majesty of Great Britain 
and Ireland and the imperial realm, and 
to keep up the nation's dignity with great 
splendor and magnificent hospitality. The 
British pmpire is an association of repre- 
sentative governments, republican in the- 
ory a.nd practice: yet 111* empire loves the 
pomp and solidity and permanency of 
governmental authority.

as affording a gafety valve for impas- 
sioned discontent 
or contorted cere- 


aration." In his belief the majority of 


w Yorkers find it more amusing 


than instructive. 


"In London, Hyde Park is a popu- 


lar institution," he says. 
"The pub- 


lic loves it. OJten you find five or six 
hundred people gathered there on a 
Sunday 
afternoon, 
listening 
to 


speeches on everything from vegetar- 
ianism to birth control. In fact, in 
fashionable 
London it is quite the 


smart thing to promenade in Hyde 
Park just before tea time on a Sunday 
and listen to the radicals. 
No 
one 


takes them seriously, of course." 


Yet outside of New York, London 


and other large cities, the soap box 
orator is very often taken only too ser- 
iously. 
Some 
of our own 
western 


cities have very little patience with 
propaganda against the government 
•or against large families, and have 
an impolite way of running such prop- 
agandists out of town. And there is 
the case of one enterprising middle 
western town which considered soap 
box oratory so important that it es- 
tablished a "soap box university" to 
combat socialism. Maybe some of the 
many anti-socialistic 
soap-boxers in 


New York this summer are from this 
university. 
They seem 
fairly 
effi- 


cient, but if what the city police force 
says is true, the socialists needn't be 
worried either.

Peach Mangoes

tablespoon celery seed, 3 cups sugar, 
6 cups vinegar. 


Wipe off fuzz with a coarSe cloth. 


Cut in halves and remove stones. Pour 
over boiling salted water and let stand 
24 hours. Drain and put in fresh cold 
water for fifteen minutes. Wipe dry. 
Fill each cavity with the chopped 
green pepper, mustard seed, salt, 


horseradish 
and 
celery seed. Tie 


halves together and pack in a steril- 
ized crock. Make a sirup of the sugar 
and vinegar and pour boiling hot ov- 
er the peaches. * Cover tightly and 
store in a dark, cool place. When 
making the stuffing mix salt and mus- 
tard seed and pour over boiling water. 
Let stand ten or fifteen minutes and 
drain. 
Add finely chopped peppers, 


horseradish and celery seed. 


Little green/melons that may be

To Lowest Point, Dealers Say 


If the man with a sweet tooth is 


wise ha will lay in a supply of his 
favorite "brand" at once according to 
local dealers and manufacturers of 
candies who declare prices can't be re- 
duced much more. 


"Nobody is making any money on 


candy," said E. J. Herrmann, manu- 
facturer of wholesale candies. "Busi- 
ness is slow and competition is keen 
and the traveling man's expenses are 
high. If he is getting $10 a day. and 
sells $50 worth of goods, that means 
20 per cent of the money for that 
goods I goes to pay \hirn. 


"Candy labor is" very high. 
Fac- 


tories are working 'only about one 
half the time. The consumer, how- 
ever, is getting more for his money 
than before the war. For instance he 
to paying the same price for a 3 and 
4 ounce chocolate bar that he paid 
for a bar half the size before. The 
materials used in the candies are of 
the better grade now too. We ate 
Belling some kinds at 60 cents a\ 
pound. That is what we used to buy it 
for. 


"All the staple raw materials such 


M sugar, glucose, peanuts and cocoa 
are lower now than they will be a 
month from now. These articles are 
advancing and will continue to ad- 
vance. Even though the wholesalers 
have reduced, the retailers are hold- 
Ing to the same prices—but still they 
are not making any money. There's 
a reason for it. They have to sell on 
a bigger margin than formerly be- 
cause the overhead expenses are a 
great deal higher than ever before. 
They have to pay more rent, higher 
wages to their employes, more for 
lights, telephone and other neces- 
sities." 

Gmelner 
the

glucose is very expensive. The 'trusts' 
will have to get after the men who 
sell glucose." 
Fred Schlmtz of the- Schlintz drug 


Co., 
said that while sugar has gone 


hack to the 1H17 price, candy has not. 


"However, some kinds can be pur- 
chased as cheap now as they ever 
could. Take the stick candies. They 
are selling for 20 cents a pound. Box 
and bulk candies are also down. We 
keep getting declines in price from 
the manufacturers." 


A drop between 25 and 30 per cent 


in candies has been effective at the 
Palace of Sweets since April. Candies 
that formerly sold at 80 cents a pound 
are retailing at 60 cents.
